Then 
the  book  will  have  a  chapter  on  Jesus 
as  described  in  the  Talmud  by  the 
Jew.,  in  some  twenty  passages  which 
refer  to  Jesus,  the  Naxarcne  and  oth- 
er names.  Scripture  traditions  of 
real  value  and  puerile  legends  will  fol- 
low. There  will  be  a  chapter  of  par 
allcl  or  similar  expressions  in  the 
Talmud  and  in  the  New  Testament. 
The  main  body  of  the  work  will  be  a 
laree  collection  of  Talmndic  proverbs 
—  maxims  gathered  from  a  score  of 
volumes,  arranged  systematically  for 
the  first  time,  under  their  several 
heads,  so  as  to  be  easy  of  reference. 
Then  will  follow  a  chapter  on  the  fol- 
lies of  the  Talmud,  with  ridiculous 
stories  and  jests.  The  book  will  con- 
clude with  a  chapter  of  the  best^pro- 
verbs  in  the  original  Hebrew  for  the 
use  of  Hebrew  students  in  Theological 
seminaries.  It  will  probably  be  pub- 
lished by  a  New  York  firm  is  the 
course  of  the  summer. 

Obituary. 
Mr.  Joseph  Northey  died  at  Scituate 
Friday  in  the  89th  year  of  his  age. 
Mr.  Northey  was  a  descendant  of 
John  Northey,  who  came  to  Scituate 
in  1675,  where  he  married  Sarah, 
daughter  of  Henry  Ewell.  At  the 
commencement  of  the  Indian  war  in 
1676,  when  the  attack  was  made  by 
the  Indians  at  Scituate  npon  Ewell's 
house,  his  wife  was  alone,  save  an  in- 
fant grandchild,  John  Northey,  sleep- 
ing In  the  cradle.  The  house  being 
situated  beneath  a  high  hill,  she  had 
notice  of  the  approach  of  the  In- 
dians nntil  they  were  rushing  down 
the  hill  toward  the  house.  In  the 
moment  of  alarm  she  fled  toward  the 
garrison,  which  was  not  more  than  60 
rods  distant,  and  either  through 
mcntary  forgetfnlness  or  despair,  or 
with  a  hope  of  alarming  the  garrison 
in  season,  she  forgot  the  child.  She 
reached  the  garrison  in  safety.  The 
Indians  entered  her  house,  and,  stop- 
ping only  to  take  the  bread  from  the 
oven,  which  she  was  in  the  act  of  put- 
ting in  when  she  was  first  alarmed, 
rushed  forward  to  assault  the  garrison. 
After  they  had  become  dosely  engaged 
Mrs.  Ewell  returned  bv  a  circuitous 
path  to  learn  the  fate  of  the  babe,  and 
to  her  happy  surprise  found  it  quietly 
sleeping  in  the  cradle  as  she  had  left 
it,  and  carried  it  safely  to  the  garrison. 
A  few  hours  after  the  house  was  burned. 

Northey's  mother  was  the  second 
wife  of  Benjamin  Woodworth,  the  fa- 
ther of  Samnel  Woodworth,  the  poet, 
and  the  author  of  the  "Old  Oaken 
Bucket,"  in  which  he  so  fully  described 
the  place  and  its  surroundings,  which 
has  been  the  residence  of  Mr.  Northey 
since  the  death  of  the  elder  Wood- 
worth.  Mr.  Northey  was  a  farmer, 
and  was  much  respected  m  the  town. 
He  leaves  two  sons  who  occupy  the 
old  homestead — Baton  j&urmaJL 
The  funeral  of  Mrs.  Harriet 
Turner  of  Boston  took  place  Monday 
afternoon  at  the  residence  of  her 
mother,  Mrs.  Cudworth,  at  the  Centre. 
Mrs.  Turner  was  a  native  of  Scituate, 
and  always  lived  here  until  within  six 
or  seven  years  when  she  moved  to 
Boston,  but  has  spent  her  summers  in 
Scituate.  She  was  greatly  respected 
by  all  who  knew  her,  and  leaves  two 
daughters  and  three  sons.

In  thoir  report  of  the  Stale  Reform 
school,  fhey  say,  "There  still  remain 
in  the  school  othors  too  old  aud 
hardened  when  admitfed  to  derive  good 
charges  by  Mr.  Sanhorn  lo  IS  70,  anil  .from  a  system  inaugurated  to  bonefli 
such  subjects  aa  mny  reasonably  be 
oxpectod  to  refurm." 

Theso  are  tho  words  of  the  commis- 
sioners appointed  to  consider  plans  and 
racthodt  for  the  school.  They  are  at 
truo  to-day  ns  they  were  then.  These 
genilcmon  contemplated  a  dose  school 
orono  partially  so  ;  but  were  from  the 
first  frmly  of  tho  opinion  that  iu  bett 
wurk  would  always  bo  to  prrtTont  boys 
from  becoming  criminal*  and  that 
fhis  end  those  over  fourtcon  years  of 
ago  should  not  be  admitted. 

Tho  limit  of  age  has  been,  since 
school  ships  were  abolished  or  ia  1H71, 
sereutccn  years  of  age.  Just  so  long 
ns  this  is  permitted  to  remain  fho  age, 
just  so  long  will  there  be  a  condition  of 
fhings  hindering  the  best  work  if  might 
do,  and  the  labors  for  f he  smaller, 
younger  and  less  vicious  will  be  dofoat- 
ed  lay  the  influence  of  tho  older  nnd 
more  dopraved  boys. 

Shall  there  be  nofhing  between  the 
Ho  form  school, endowed  and  established 
for  boys  in  danger  of  becominir.  crimio- 
als.and  tho  Slate  Prison? 

Shall  the  youth  who  oow  corrupf  tho 
children  of  tho  former  he  consigned  fo 
fbc  lattor  for  wanf  of  thaf  intermediate 
reformatory  where  they  mny  hare  one 
more  chance  I  j  retrievo  themselves? 

The  secretary  of  the  Hoard  of  Stale 
Charities  said  in  his  report  nf  1877,  al- 
ter deprecating  tho  depnrturc  from  the 
originnl  in'eoiioo  ol  tho  founders  of 
the  Westboro  school,  in  sending  there 
fhese  older  boys:  The  commonwealth 
needs  nn  intermediate  prison  for  young 
criminals. 

The   huildings  and    appliances  1 
"Westboro  furnish  nmple  aecommodi 
fiou  tor  this  class,  and  arc  tlierclore 
as  oecessnry  to  tho  economy  of  fho 
Stale  now  as  they  ever  were. 

The  Stato  to-day  needs  this  interme- 
diate reformatory  even  more  than  in 
1877,  nod  tbo  facilities  for  accomplish- 
ing their  object  witb  the  same  bnildiogs 
and  applinnrcs  arc  as  great, If  not  greaf- 
er  than  then.  T. 

What  to  do  in  Emergencies. 

Dr.  C.  B.  Porter  in  his  recent  very 
interesting  lecture   "AVhat   fo  do 
Emcrgeucics"  treated  the  sobject  from 
a  practical  staodpoiut.    "To  stop  hem' 
orrliage,"  be  snid,  "improvise  a  tonr- 
uiquct,  for  which  purpose  a  bandker- 
cbteloraoy  portion  of  the  clothing 
auswer,  if  stripped  np  and  fied  loosely 
about  the  limb ;  insert  a  stick,  cane,  or 
something  of  like  nntnrc,  twist  it  fight, 
nnd  tho  bleeding  will  stop,  always  re- 
membcriog  to  place  the  ligature 
tweon  tho  wound  and  the  henrt." 

"The  next  thiug  is  lo  dress  fbo 
wound,"  said  tbo  speakor,  and  he  ex- 
plained how  to  bring  tho  tips  of  the 
wound  together,  and  also  fbo  applica- 
tion of  plastor,  tirsf  to  ono  side,  fhen 
draw  it  and  fasteo  to  the  other  side  of 
the  cut  or  wound.

To  check  hemorrhage  of  the  bowels 
npply  ico  poultices,  admlnlstsr  encmeta 
of  ico  water,  nud  elevate  the  loot  so 
that  tho  lower  part  of  the  body  shall 
be  luclincd  upward.

It  is  dd  inflammation  or  a  portioi 
onoor  hoth  lungs  (hence  "single 
"double"  pneumouia),  usually 
right,  seldom  affecting  the  entire  lnng. 
Single  pneumonia,  very  sorions  in  tbs 
aged,  should  rarely  be  fatal  in  tho 
young  and  vigorous.  Douhls,  itisdan- 
gerous  at  all  ages.  It  may  attack  only 
*  small  district,  and  is  then  relatively 
harmless.  Its  causes  are  cold  aud  wet, 
iuterupcrancc  with  exposure,  wonnds, 
strains.  The  majority  of  cases  develop 
»l>ontnncmuily ;  why,  is  not  well  under- 
stood. It  generally  occurs  in  winter, 
oftcner  iu  males  and  thoso  suhjectcd 
weather,  and  is  more  largely  latal 
Sonth  than  North.  It  arises  in  n  local 
congestlou  (first  stage) ,  followed  hy  a 
doposit  of  coagulahle  matter  which 
packs  and  solidifies  tho  part  (second 
itage).

If  this  sug- 
gests prune  juice,  or  is  purulent,  tho 
case  is  grave.  Ileadachs  is  i 
Delirium  indicates  danger.  Pneumo- 
nia may  be  siiupls  or  dangerously  asso- 
ciated with  typhoid,  blood-poisoning, 
inflammation  of  the  heart- sack.  Mod- 
erate pleurisy,  bronchitis,  or  both,  usu- 
ally co-exist.  Abscess  or  gangrens 
may  arise.  Pneumonia  does  not  often 
follow  other  lung  diseases.  Measles 
predisposes  to  it.  It  ends  in  absorp- 
tion of  the  softened  rxnltcr  (""resolu- 
tion") ;  recovery  follows,  tho  lung  re- 
turning to  health  ;  or,  this  matter  be- 
comos  purulent,  usually  with  fatal  re- 
sult. A  third  possibility  is  degencra- 
tiou  into  chronic  pueumonia  (consump- 
tion), recovery  being  doubtful,  though 
long  delayed.  Bad  signs  are  Expecto- 
ration of  pnre  blood  in  the  first  stage, 
kidcey  trouhls  in  the  second,  failure  of 
absorption  and  passage  into  the  third. 
Only  the  physician  can  detect  those  sta- 
ges. Crisis  genorally  appears  on  tho 
fifth,  seventh,  ninth,  or  eleventh  day.

In  uucoinplicatcd  cases  treatmsut  is 
simple.  Kclieve  pain  by  spiced  poulti- 
ces, wet  compress  well  covered,  or 
painting  the  locality  with  iodine  tinc- 
ture. Bcdi'ce  fever  by  cool  sponging 
under  bed-dotbes.  Give  ice.  Sup- 
port with  beef  tea,  milk  aud  tonics 
plenty.  Stimulate  when  needful. 
A6k  the  doctor.  Nutrition  is  impera- 
tive, especially  through  the  night. 
Couvalesccnco  demands  care,  otherwise 
tbo  clironicform,  i.e.,consumpti 
ensue.  Going  into  open  air  should  ho 
gradual.  Be  cautious  for  weeks,  abovs 
bII  at  niRht.

"pschutt".  The  fact  is  worth  noticing 
bocausc  tho  torm  chic  has  barely  en- 
tereil  tho  luuguagc  of  Knglnnd  nnd  the 
United  States  when  the  Parisiaus  dis- 
card it  as  ono  throws  away  an  old  hat 
the  daily  papers  of  yesterday  evening. 
The  Imperial  Dictionary  mentions  chic, 
for  which  it  asks  the  sound  of  sheck. 
Fine  pooplc  uso  pschutt  to  denote  ease, 
grace,  taste  in  talk,  dress  or  manners, — 
thut  clement  which  marks  the  people  of 
the  world.  One  may  he  very  correct, 
clcgaut,  nnd  yet  lack  pschutt. 
A  lady  may  have  grace  and  winning 
without  possessing  pschutt. 
To  have  pschutt,  dress  and  manners 
must  Ins  in  perfect  harmony  with  the 
person  ;  they  must  show  agreeable  in- 
dividuality and  they  must  he  successful. 
Pschutt  is  usually  born  with  people, 
he  improved  by  experience  and 
skill.  It  is  impossible  to  bavo  psrhntt, 
among  pleasant  people,  jnst  as  one 
cannot  chot  ploasantly  with  a  boor  or  a 
dogmatic  professor.  Tho  Paris  artists 
applied  the  term  pschutt  ut  one  time  to 
overdone  limhs,  thea  to  young  men 
whose  coots  were  stiiflfod  to  improvs  tbs 
figure.  Such  persons  are  now  called 
boudincB.  All  msn  who  wear  corsets 
re  cnllcd  boudines  in  Paris.  But  men 
ho  attend  to  their  dress  jnst  as  the 
best  artists  like  it  are  uow  called 
utteux.  Chic  is  dead,  at  least  in 
Paris ;  but  pschutt  is  the  correct  thing 
to  bavo. — [Boston  Advertiser.
